In 2017, the City Council formalized the Building Commissioner’s authority to issue formal
interpretations of the Chicago Building Code (now Chicago Construction Codes). Over the years,
the Department of Buildings has issued a variety of documents under different names that
interpret and provide guidance on application of the Municipal Code. As a transitional measure,
this interpretation incorporates a range of earlier documents by reference.
